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During the fifty-day celebration of Easter, the Paschal or Easter Candle will hold a 
prominent place within our liturgy, right next to the ambo where the Word of God is 
proclaimed, preached and petitioned. This Paschal Candle is a representation of the Light of 
Christ (Lumen Christi) which came into the world to overcome the darkness of sin and death. 

The candle is inscribed with a cross, the Alpha and Omega letters of the Greek alphabet, 
and the current year. This reinforces the point that Christ is present among us now and 
throughout eternity—Christ, yesterday and today, the beginning and the end, the Alpha and 
the Omega. Five grains of incense, representing the five wounds of Christ, are inserted into the 
cross. 

This same Light of Christ may be brought into your home to grace your family table. Here 
is an idea from CatholicCulture.com that will help you create your own Lumen Christi (Light of 
Christ) Paschal Candle: 

The symbols of the Easter Vigil fit beautifully into our homes. The Paschal Candle, 
signifying Jesus' presence among us, is set in a cut-glass bowl and surrounded by fresh 
flowers on our dining room table. Easter Holy Water is added to the first water for the 
flowers, which are a symbol of new life. Any candle may be used for the Eumen Christi, 
but it should be as large as possible, because it will be lighted at meal times for forty 
days to gladden us with its lovely flame. It is a symbol which excites and instructs 
children. It helps families glorify our Divine Master, who says, speaking of himself, "I 
am the Light of the World." Families may wish to say this prayer from the Easter Vigil 
service while they place of the five blessed grains of incense (or they may wish to use 
cloves), in the form of a cross on the Paschal Candle: “By his wounds, holy and 
glorious, may he protect us and preserve us, who is Christ the Lord. Amen." After the 
prayer the magnificent Exsultet may be said.

Scripture: "They put him to death by hanging him on a tree. This man God raised from the 
dead on the third day." (Acts 10:39-40) 

Questions: What does it mean that we are called to suffer with Christ? If Jesus has been raised 
from the dead and lives among us, where can we find him amidst the noise, distraction, and 
materialism in our world?
